Therefore admir in coolneſs of a true Examination and Tryal by the 
Spirit of Truch,and from the Scripeures of Truth, and if your PraQtice

but keep to the gift of God; and as it moves in the meaſure, fo it is 
preached, and fo believed :. For crue Preaching is a declaration of the 
Truth of God, as it doth ariſe 4nd make ir felt mavifeſt ro the under. 
ſanding ; and fo there comes to be a rrue wirnefling of it in the Ex. 
perience, through the operation of the Power of God, from which ir 
15 preached as it is known : and this is not found among old Authors 
and Expoſitors, nor in thy Rhetorick and Logick, or in thy made 
Do&rines, Uſes, Reafons, Helps, Motives, Arguments, and Appli. 
cations, bur in the Spirit's Demonſtration and in Power. -
